and high schools, Is 
considered

strenuous game, but the style of play 
m this generation Is a mild and tame 
exercise as compared to the original 
forms of the sport, according to »• 
bulletin from the National Geographic 
society. 


FOOTBALL HISTORY. 


The history of the autumn classic 


is described by J. R, Hlldebrand In a 
communication to the society, which 
follows: 


"Running, throwing, hitting, and 


kicking are the fundamental muscu- 
lar operations of America's character- 
istic sports — baseball, football, tennis 
and golf. 
The peoples of antiquity 


manifested all these instincts In crud- 
er form. 


"Luzon liillmen, the Polynesians and 


the Eskimo and Sumatra' Islanders 
had games played by kicking a ball. 
Greeks played It, and 
the 
Roman 


game, harpastum, derived Its name 
from the Greek 'I seize,' which Is evi- 
dence that carrying the 
ball 
was 


practiced by them. With shoes of 
hide, the medieval Italians played a 
game which seems the direct ancestor 
of the Anglo-Saxon 
college 
sport. 


Gaelic scholars point to a football 
game In Ireland before the time of 
Christ, and until comparatively re- 
cent times Shrove Tuesday was as 
distinctively an occasion for football 
as is our Thanksgiving today. 


OLD ENGLISH FOOTBALL. 


"In old England football was even 


rougher than most sports of those 
hardy times. James I thought It was 
'meetcr for lameing than making able 
the users thereof.' 


Henry VIII and 
Elizabeth 
ruled 


against It. Edward II frowned upon 
it for Its Interference with archery 
and also because of the commotion 
it aroused. 
In those times It was 


Played In the city streets. A writer 
of the sixteenth century called It a 
'devilish pastime' and charged It with 
inciting envy and sometimes brawl- 
ing murder and homicide." 


HOBBY AT CAMBRIDGE. 


"Nevertheless, by the time of Char- 


les II football had become firmly es- 
tablished at Cambridge. It was ever 
held In high esteem In Ireland. There, 
when all other sports were prohibited 
for archery's sake, 'onely the great 
footballe, was exempt. Women Joined 
with the men In playing it en Shrove 
Tuesdays. So many participated that 
few knew the whereabouts of the 
ball. An expedient, which not so long 
ago aroused a furore In the American 
sporting world, was adopted by a 
player who shook out the shavings 
with which the balls of thosi- days 
were stuffed and carried It under 
his shirt to the goal. 


TOO ROUGH.

thus .throws off the heat Just as a 
<Ueam pipe would throw It off In a, 
house. 


MAKE CARS COMFORTABLB. 
The heating of closed cars li very 


common 
In fact it Is usual now, 


in buying a closed car which Is to 
be an all weather car, to provide 
a heating de\lce In It. 
In such cars 


the general effect of such a heater, 
oven a very small one, Is to keep 
the entire comfortable In the tour- 
ing car bodies the heating apparatus 
is not so generally effective but It 
does add verv much to the comfort of 
the pascrnsrers, especially in the rear 
seats, If they can tour with warm 
feet.

In 
(aot he said that It would be diffi- 
cult to figure except In a very gen- 
eral estimate and that he said he 
would not care to make when every- 
thing IB as uncertain as it now U. 


With the working day reduced to 


six hours, five day a week, and with 
an advance of (0 per cent In wages 
to the miners and some kind of an 
advance to other men employed about 
the mine the total cost of mining 
coal could not be determined. 


OVERHEAD THE BAMB. 


The assertion, he said, by the min- 


ers that they eould mine as much coal 
In six hours as In eight remained to 
be proved. 
If the output is less the 


overhead will bn that much greater 
per ton as the cost of maintenance 
and doing business will remain at 
least as high as at present and that 
charged up against a smaller average 
dally tonnage would naturally add to 
the cost of the coal. 


The office forces at the lotal mines 


are now catching up on their work 
after four of the hardest weeks In 
the business when little rest was 
possible.

POOR ARGUMENT 


"In regard to the miners Having 


priority over the public In getting 
their coal Is a very flimsy argument 
against the miners as there Is noth- 
ing In the agreement to that affect 
Wouldn't you have to feed your own 
tollers to produce the article which 
you were/selling. The statement that 
the mlne'rs were taking practically 
all .the coal from the lump ehutes 
was very misleading- as they probably 
didn't take one tenth of It and we 
repeat It Is a very poor argument 
against the miners." 


Let us quiet your fretting about dis- 


order as far as Decatur Is eonorned. 
There will be.no disorder or unusual- 
ner: from the miner, lor as stated 
before, a great many of them don't 
care If they work In a mine or not, 
and many may not come back when 
work is resumed. Let us say further 
that If you knew the enormous prof- 
Its of the operator (which we have 
figures'to prove) you would be as- 
tounded. Also that the price of coal 
would not necessarily have to be 
raised but a very small amount to 
meet the raise. 


WANT BETTED CONDITIONS. 


"The public didn't kick very hard 


when coal was raised 50 cents here 
to meet the 15 cent raise of the team- 
sters. Why the extra 35 cents? We 
see a remark In the press by some 
esteemed gent that the majority of 
the miners are foreigners and Illiter- 
ate. 
If he ha* finished it up by say- 


ing that any man would do that kind 
of dirty work was a fool, and should 
have his work exploited for the ben- 
efit of a few Individuals financially. 
We would have partly agreed with 
him by adding that a man would be 
a fool and Ignorant If he did not try

"As to conditions of Washington 


Miners Contract, Harry A. Garfield at 
the beginning of the fuel adminstra-
